The death was the first in 
President Roosevelt's d@abinet | 
since Claude A. Swanson died in| 
July, 1939. Swanson was Secre-| 
tary of the Navy at the time.

an already existing strain in ra- 


cial relationships that is moving 
“toward a serious crisis in the re- 
lationship between the white and 
colored races,” he said. 

“All the signs of the times sup- 
port this conclusion,” he told the 
House. “I do not know anybody 
who doubts it.”

Once the fighting has 
ceased we must insist that all cen- 
sorship of every description cease 
with it. We shall need then the 
uncorrupted word of truth. 

am confident of our future 
because we have, in fact, a great, 
free press. I believe our publishers 
generally are today more con- 
scious of their tremendous re- 
sponsibility than ever before. They 
will have much to do with the 
steadfastness with which we fight 
through this war. They will have 
much to do with the intelligence 
and determination with which we 
face the even more complicated 
problems of the peace. 

The power of the written word 
lies in shaping the mind and spirit 
of man toward high achievement. 
There is, of course, a wide gulf 
between a statement of fact or of 
principles, on the one hand, and 
epithets or empty promises on the 
other.

It is not enough to talk about 
economic security and then pur- 
sue policies which promote inse- 
curity.

These experiences with domestic 
policies cannot be forgotten when 
we think of foreign policies. All| 
of us are aware that there is great 
eoncern and uncertainty among | 
our people over our nation’s for- 
eign policy. Yet I think it is no 
more than fair to say that we 
have had some excellent expres- 
sions on that subject lately from 
the Secretary of State, Mr. Hull. 
In his address of April 9, Mr. 
Hull certainly offered a statement 
of basic principles which deserves 
respect. His pledge to seek the 
advice and help of members of 
Congress from both parties i> es- 
pecially welcome. | 

Nevertheless, these statements | 
have done little to relieve the con- 
cern and uncertainty our people 
feel.

We have learned much since 
1919. The experience of two 
world wars has taught us that 
we cannot remain unaffected by 
what happens elsewhere in the 
world, It has shown us also that 
unprovoked aggression against 
a freedom loving people any- 
where is an attack upon the 
peace of the whole world. We 
may again be tempted to feel 
that with the defeat of our ene- 
mies and a proclamation of 
peace, we can afford to rest on 
our Oars. But the truth is, those 
years that follow will be de- 
cisive. The maintenance of 
peace will require continuing la- 
tor and forgiveness. When we 
have ceased to wage war we 
shall have to wage peace. 


Postwar Unity. 
Germany and Japan must not 
only be utterly defeated and com- 


pletely disarmed—they must not 


be left in a postwar environment 


which might enable them to ma-_| 


neuver as a balance of power. 
After 1919, lethargy, jealousy and 
power politics resumed sway 
among the Allies. In that en- 
vironment Germany quickly elud- 
ed the controls of the Treaty of 
Versailles. 

If after this war we reproduce 
that same political climate, we 
will get the same results.

Postwar Needs of St. Louis 
Jo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Even Oliver Parks’ plans for keeping 
St. Louis abreast of aviation develop- 
ments hardly seem a complete answer 
to the very vital problems facing St. 
louis right this moment. Unless St. 
louis displays a depth of vision today 
which, unfortunately, she has sometimes 
not had, then the St. Louis of the fu- 
ture will be but a smoky pylon guiding 
the planes of commerce that will pass 
it by, rather than the center of that 
commerce as it so well could be. 

There are four Herculean labors which 
must be attempted and, furthermore, 
must be accomplished if St. Louis is to 
keep up with the times. They are: 

Workers released from war plants 
must be re-employed at decent wages on 
useful projects. 

Airport facilities must be expanded 
manyfold. 

Much of the area from the Mississip- 
pi to Kingshighway should be rebuilt. 

The city and county must be integrat- 
ed. This means a continued exodus 
from city to county in order to assure 
more room for living, a network of su- 
perhighways to permit suburbanites to 
work and shop in St. Louis, and the 
adoption of a means whereby the resi- 
dents of the county will contribute 
toward the support of the city facilities 
without which the county would not ex- 
ist. 

Industry probably cannot immediately 
absorb all the workers who will be avail- 
able when the war ends. But the build- 
ing of airports and the rebuilding of 
St. Louis’ blighted areas can absorb 
those workers in economically sound 
and self-liquidating projects. 

Airports are the first and foremost 
consideration, but they demand ease of 
access or central location because their 
very reason for being diminishes as 
their inaccessibility increases. So air- 
ports must either be built downtown, in 
which case blighted areas must be 
cleared to accommodate them and the 
residents of those blighted areas moved 
to the suburbs; or airports must be 
built in the suburbs, in which case su- 
perhighways must be built directly from 
the fields to downtown. The problems 
of St. Louis appear not as separate en- 
tities, but rather as one great problem 
which can be solved in its entirety by 
putting the planners to work now s80 
that the war workers can be put to 
work later.

The emphasis of the planners for our economic 
health after the war is on jobs. This is as it 
should be, for it will be ag true then ag it 
always has been that men live by their labor. 

The question in the minds of many men and 
women today, some in the armed forces and 
some in war industries, is, What jobs will be 
available when the war is over? What jobs, 
what earnings, what standard of living? 

Prospects in this important field are examined 
and cogently summarized by Charles G. Ross 
in the current series in the Post-Dispatch under 
the title, ‘“‘Men-and Jobs After the War.” 

One of the findings is that business and po- 
litical leaders and economists generally agree 
that gainful employment will be needed for 55 
million persons if we are to avoid a condition 
of distressing unemployment. This compares 
with about 46 millions gainfully employed in 
1940. 

Here we have the striking conclusion that our 
economy must provide profitable employment for 
nearly 20 per cent more workers than it engaged 
before we entered the war. But of greater sig- 
nificance is this fact: technological progress is 
s0 increasing the productive capacity of workers 
that by 1946 the output per man-hour will be 
at least 13% per cent greater than in 1941. In

There is the growing recognition by industry of 
its responsibility; a recognition that private 
enterprise is on trial; acceptance of changes 
which have brought “an era of social conscious- 
ness.” There is evidence of planning by or- 
ganized industry on a scale never before under- 
taken. There is planning by government, too, 
all the way from Washington down to the county 
seat.

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The Duel of La Prensa 


The suppression of La Prensa of Buenos Aires, 
one of the great newspapers of the world, by 
the Farrell military dictatorship of Argentina, 
may go a rather good way toward influencing 
a decision between that country’s Fascist-like 
government and the forces of freedom. 

Since the drastic press control decree was 
promulgated in January by the then dictator, 
Ramirez—giving the Government carte blanche 
over news, editorial comment and advertisements 
--the Argentine administration has been in a 
continuous struggle to grasp all news 
munications in its iron fist. 

It invoked temporary suspensions against the 
Associated Press and its exchange associate, 
Asociacion Noticiosa Argentina; the United 
Press and its affiliate, La Prensa Unida;: and the 
All-America Cable Co, It fined Pan-American 
Airways for transmission of news. So tyrannical 
has the censorship become that 20 underground 
newspapers have appeared. 

Now, La Prensa, most influential of South 
American papers and the world’s richest, has 
been suspended by Farrell for five days under 
terms Which would make the suspension perma- 
nent unless the paper published the report of 
the Municipal Hospital Board whose work it 
has adversely criticised. 

Great is La Prensa’s repute, but not for bowing 
the knee. Nazis have thrown bombs through 
the iron gates that guard its offices. Mobs 
have hurled machinegun fire through its win 
dows. But, when ex-President Castillo suspended 
a group of newspapers, he discreetly kept hands 
off La Prensa, though it was his most outspoken 
foe. A Buenos Aires tradition has it that, when 
la Prensa carries the attack, governments fall. 

The ban against La Prensa, in combination with 
ihe series of suppressions of free press which led 
up to it, fully verifies the suspicions which have 
been directed against the dictators—first Raw- 
son, then Ramirez, now Farrell—who have mis- 
ruled Argentina since last June’s coup. Because 
of its great social consciousness, because of its 
championing of the people, La Prensa has, in its

76 years, achieved a public trust and esteem 
which the dictators might well envy. May its

Mr. Villard on Puerto Rico 


What have the people of the United States 
to gain by longer deferring justice for the people 
of Puerto Rico? It is not apparent that they 
have anything to gain, but it is, in the opinion 
of Oswald Garrison Villard, beyond doubt that 
the “increasing unrest and discontent” in our 
Caribbean colony will mount “perhaps to an 
alarming degree” unless adequate corrective 
measures are taken before the presidential elec- 
tion. 

Mr. Villard, in two articles in the Post-Dispatch, 
has weighed territoryhood or statehood for 
Puerto Rico and decided that either is far less 
preferable than the other alternative, independ- 
ence.

The American Right to Vote 
The fight in the Senate to end the poll-tax 
limitation upon voting has become a battle for 
a cloture rule to prevent a filibuster. Whenever 
cloture is put to a vote-——some time after May 1, 
Majority Leader Barkley has said—present indi- 
cations are that it will lose about as badly as 
it did two years ago, when it was supported by 
fewer than half of the Senators, two-thirds of 
whose votes are required to invoke it. 

Failure to obtain cloture will mean either that 
the proponents of the bill will forego further ef- 
forts on the ground that they had no chance, 
or that a filibuster will be staged by the 1944 
Jong-distance mouthpiece of the Southern Demo- 
crats, Senator Ellender of Louisiana. Ellender 
has declared that, if necessary, he will speak for 
125 hours, drawing on colonial history and Con- 
stitutional Convention debates which he has as- 
sembled on his desk. 

The Senator, instead of spouting American his- 
tory, would do better to read it silently and 
humbly. It is, for those who can read it without 
bigotry, a stirring story of the struggle to pre- 
serve to every man and everyewoman a part in 
government through the exercise of a privilege 
beyond price: the ballot.

Speedy rise of manufacturing in agricultural sections and among 
peoples formerly considered backward in technology and science 
brings new problems in world economics, economist says; plants 
built under etimulation of war are’ likely to be kept in operation.

Between 1929 and 1944—15 years of de- 
pression and war-——the world’s steelmaking 
capacity increased more than 75 per cent. 
At least half of this new capactly—4o,- 
000,000 out of a total increase of 80,000,000 
tons—has been built in countries which, at 
the onset of the depression, were almost 
wholly agricultural, 


One of the newcomers, Russia, has al- 
ready become a top-ranking steel producer, 
And countries as far apart geographically 
und as divergent economically as Australia 
and Romania, Japanese-held Manchuria 
and Turkey, are now producing more steel 
themselves than they ever used to import. 


In some spots, such as the new steel cen- 
ters of British India, Central Brazil and 
Eastern Turkey, evolution has leaped over 
5000 years in one decade. Nomadic tribes, 
still living close to the Stone Age, suddenly 
find themselves employed in continuous- 
strip sheet mills, tank-assembly plants or 
hydroelectric stations, 


A Revolutionary Process 


The transformation has been so rapid 
that it is only now—when the economists 
and diplomats of the United Nations dis- 
cuss postwar international economies, when 
a global war has forced upon us a global 
perspective in these matters—that we sud- 
denly realize we are witnessing a world- 
wide industrial revolution. 

Most of us in the countries of the West 
grew up in the belief that the industrial 
leadership of Western Europe and North 
America is something God-given and un- 
changeable. It has been almost an axiom 
in textbooks of economic geography that no 
country could be industrial unless it had 
easy access to a port on the North Atlantic. 
Some authorities explained this by climatic 
conditions; others spoke of the “genius of 
the Nordic races.” 

When the Nazis in 1936 declared the 
Japanese to be “honorary Aryans,” one 
official justification for this nonsense was 
that their ability to build industries had 
shown they were “Nordics under the skin.” 

A good many people in this country have 
heard about the forced-draft industrializa- 
tion of Turkey between 1930 and 1940. 
That Hitler has hesitated, so far, to invade 
Turkey is largely due to the Turks’ suc- 
cess in building armaments and machinery 
plants in what 10 years ago, was still a 
semi-nomadic country. 


Some Farm Regions Transformed 


We have also heard much about the in- 
dustrialization program of the Chinese, 
both in the coastal areas before the Japa- 
nese attack and in the interior provinces 
since then. There have been several re- 
ports on the large-scale industrialization of 
Manchuria by the Japanese Army, the most 
ruthless and one of the most 
slave economies in recorded history. The 
Saturday Evening Post some time ago re- 
ported on the new heavy industries of 
Australia. For years, the industrialization 
of Latin America has been a favorite, and 
greatly overdone, topic of Washington ora- 
tors, 

Our own agricultural regions, too, have 
undergone a rapid industrialization. A few 
years ago, there was a bitter fight whether 
the cheap electric power of the gigantic 
dams in the Northwest should be used to 
build a new Jeffersonian farm belt or

new centers of heavy industry. Today 
Puget Sound and the Columbia River 
estuary are fast becoming leading pro- 
ducers of ships, planes, light metals, ply- 
wood and chemicals. 


Anybody who has traveled recently 
through the typical farm states of Iowa, 
Nebraska and Kansas knows that ordnance 
and airplanes are today as important to 
them as corn and wheat, And whereas the 
industrialization of the Deep South had 
been talked about since at least 1870, it 
was only the last 15 years that witnessed 
the actual large-scale industrialization of 
Valley, the Gulf 
Coast and the Carolina and Georgia pied- 
monts, 


Industry Is Spreading in New Areas 


The old industrial regions still have a 
strong lead, but they-no longer have any- 
thing like a monopoly. Around 1927, it 
was estimated that between 80 and 90 per 
cent of the world’s mechanical energy was 
produced in an area covered by two semi- 
circles, each with a radius of about 900 
miles and centering on New York and 
London, respectively. Yet these semi- 
circles contained a mere 5 per cent of the 
land surface of the earth and only 10 per 
cent of its population. 

Today, this old industrial area accounts 
for less than 70 per cent of the world’s 
industrial potential. Of course, the United 
States still turns out at least five times as 
much industrial product per capita as does 
Russia, even after her tremendous indus- 
trial expansion. 


And since our country contains not only 
the biggest of the old industrial centers 
but also some of the fastest-growing of 
the new, its position of international lead- 
ership has been as much benefited as im- 
paired by the evolution of the raw-material- 
producing world. But modern industry 
and technology are no longer the exclusive 
possession of a few nations—not even of 
the white race, 


From Guns to Plows 


Even though the war has provided a 
major stimulus, it is not likely that the 
industrialization program will slow down 
after peace, 

That the plants built during the war will 
not be allowed to close down afterward is 
a foregone conclusion everywhere; in fact, 
it is an open secret that all armament fac- 
tories constructed by the English in Brit- 
ish possessions are built in such a way as 
to be readily convertible to peacetime uses. 


Russia intends to build up behind the 
Urals an “industrial Middle East” com- 
parable to America’s Middle West. The 
exiled Balkan Governments have drawn 
up ambitious programs for heavy indus- 
tries, to be built partly with equipment 
obtained as reparations from Germany, 

Of course, some of these plans will un- 
doubtedly prove to have been no more than 
wishful thinking. Even so, the process has 
already gone far enough to have changed 
radically the international economic bal- 
ance and to have introduced new factors 
and new problems into world economics,

Wisdom of an Arctic Explorer 
Guides Fighting Men en of T oday

For people like me, and their name is 
Legion, this book is an unmitigated de- 
light. Yet it is a product of entrenched 
bureaucracy, prepared under the direction 
of the Chief of the Air Corps, United States 
Army, and first published by the War De- 
partment. The Macmillan Co. obtained per- 
mission for ordinary commercial publica- 
tion of its 536 pages, 400 words to the page, 
200,000 words. 

One marvels at the scope of Stefansson's 
mind and his experiences. He waa. born 
in Manitoba, a descendant of those wan- 
dering Irishmen who discovered and colo- 
nized Iceland in 735 A. D. (making a monkey 
of Aristotle). Later he lived in North Da- 
kota, and was indurated by that severe 
climate for life in the polar regions. 

From now on, no quiz program should 
run short of material. Is the earth frozen 
under glaciers? If you see snow on a 
lake, how thick can the ice be? If no snow, 
what? If moss is thick, how far down 
to eternal frost? How much warmer is 
the sea water 300 fathoms down than on 
the surface? Is sea ice slippery? What 
variety of seal is your meal ticket in the 
Arctic? What are the “signs” for seal in 
areas of trackless ice? Hibernating insects 
can stand temperatures of 50 below, zero, 
32 degrees (state which). What a “Believe 
It or Not” book! 


Peary saw a bumble bee north of the 
north coast of Greenland. A butterfly was 


‘reported by De Long fluttering in spring 


nearly 1000 miles north of the Arctic Circle, 
House flies are found in the most norther- 
ly islands in the world. 

Explorers who camp in sheltered places 
in the Arctic run the danger of death from 
carbon monoxide poisoning. Camp in the 
open, Stefansson advises. Barents (1596) 
burned “sea-coles” after stopping up all 
the cracks in the “doores and chimney,” 
and the outfit came near passing out. Car- 
bon monoxide passes right through red-hot 
iron, so beware of the primus stove. 

Daniel Defoe created an imaginary locus 
for Robinson Crusoe. Stefansson has made 
a still more readable adventure book- 
dramatic, factual, plausible, which might 
have been as dull as the Congressional Rec- 
ord, but which in fact is as sparkling as 
an iceberg in the sun. 

Armed with the information contained 
within, airmen, seamen and foot travelers 
can be reasonably safe against disaster in 
the Arctic. Which is Uncle Sam’s object in 
giving the book to the world.

SCHMITZ AT HIS BEST 


WiTnt DEBUSSY, RAVEL 


Pianist Heard at Kiel Audi- 
torium by Attentive and 
Appreciative Audience. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 

The piano recital by E. Robert 
Schmitz last night in the Kiel 
Auditorium Opera House brought 
out a considerable number of his 
loyal St. Louis following. The 
house, however, is so iarge that 
the audience was relatively small 
but it was nevertheless an atten- 
tive and appreciative one. 

Mr. Schmitz achieved his high- 
est degree of effectiveness in the 
postintermission groups which 
were devoted largely to the music 
of Debussy and Ravel. This ap- 
parently was the sort of musical 
rhetoric which was most con- 
genial to. him for these numbers 
were distinguished by an author- 
ity that derived from a rightness 
of style. The “Rigaudon” and 
“Toccata” from Ravel's “Tombeau 
de Couperin” were brilliant in the 
best sense, that is to say they 
gave an effect emotionally com- 
parable to light being thrown off 
by whirling crystals.

Misadventures of a Realie 


“SEE HERE, PRIVATE HARGROVE,” the screen version 
of Marion Hargrove's best selling account of the misadventures 
of an Army rookie, may be seen here at Loew’s State Theater. 
At times the picture bears little resemblance, real or fancied, 

to the book, inasmuch as plot, love interest, and 

broader comedy instead of the subtleties of the 

original Pvt. Hargrove, have been added. But 

luckily enough of the original spirit of the book, 

the characters, and incidents, have been pre- 

served to provide reminiscent chuckles for the 

readers, and a lot of guffaws for any movie-goer.

Hargrove makes not only the usual blunders of stumbling 
over shrubbery, bumping into walls, and squirting top kicks 
in the eye, but distinguishes himself by tackling the C. O., 
wearing a general’s overcoat by mistake, leading his men on 
bivouac proudly into the “enemy’s” headquarters, and return- 
ing again and again to the K. P. task of polishing garbage 
cans—“so I can see my face in them,” bellows the sergeant. 

Keenan Wynn, Ed Wynn's son, is also excellent as Pvt. 

. Mulvehill, the swindling, angle shooting soldier who’starts out 
selling snake oil] to take the sting out of arm shots, and ends 
up selling seasickness medicine, as the battery moves out.

The Position 
Of Dessert 


In Dietetics 
By 
Logan Clendening, M.D. 


RILLAT-SAVARIN, the author 
B of The Physiology, of Taste, 

which had no predecessor and 
has no_- successor,, and re- 
mains the sole authority in that 
field of dietetics which devotes 
itself to the aesthetics of the 
subject, which, in short, points 
out that the taste buds on the 
tongue are just as important to 
healthy nutrition as the peristal- 
tic movements of the large bowel 

Brillat-Savarin devotes very 
properly a good deal of space to 
the importance of dessert in a 
meal, 

He had met, he said, only one 
man of any eminence who did 
not expand over the dessert and 
that was Corvisart, the physician 
of Napoleon. He. ascribed this 
taciturnity to sleepiness due to 
Corvisart’s habit of drinking iced 
champagne during the body of 
the meal; if he had drunk his 
champagne warm, as Christians 
should, according to M. Brillat- 
Savarin, Corvisart would have en- 
joyed the common habit of man- 
kind to expand while enjoying his 
dessert. 

ee 

THE AUTHOR also averred 
that dessert has a social function 
—it holds society together. It 
promotes the happiness and con- 
tinuance of marriage because 
many a man and wife sleep apart 
and it is only at table that they 
are thrown into a position where 
intimate talk, the very kernel of 
the happiness of the conjugal 
state is allowed its full and light- 
some way. Anecdote, fantasy, 
pouty and charming complaints, 
chronicles of the day’s success 
and of the vagaries of the neigh- 
bors that conversational ex- 
change which is the mortar of 
married life—are enhanced over 
the dessert, perhaps because des- 
sert, like mortar, is so lable to 
be sticky, 

These observations are  con- 
firmed by the most exact ex peri- 
ments of modern scientific physi- 
ology —Grutzner fed rats with 
foods of different colors and found 
that the successive portions were 
arranged in different strata. The 
food taken first lay next to the 
walls of the stomach, while the 
succeeding portions were arranged 
regularly in the interior in a 
superimposed concentric fashion. 
Cannon showed that the proteins 
remain twice as long in the stom- 
ach as the carbohydrates, and the 
fats many times longer’ than 
either. 


S. .. 

THUS THE GREAT body build- 
ing and energy giving blocks of a 
meal—the soup, the entree and the 
fatty gravy and salad oils—go in 
first and the stomach begins to 
wrestle with them. The dessert 
lies on top, the taste and flavour 
of it remain pleasantly, it serves 
as a buffer between the business- 
like first part of the meal and pro- 
longs the period of satiation and 
completion—the hour of charm. 
No wonder conversation begins at 
this time—the purpose and labor 
of the meal is fulfilled by the meat 
and gravy and potatoes. The re- 
laxation is offorded and promoted 
by the apple pie or whatever the 
dessert is. And then when its 
turn comes, when it is at the bot- 
tom of the pile it being carbohy- 
drate goes out quickly making no 
trouble—exit laughing. 

Those ladies of the Red Cross 
canteens who are so distressed be- 
cause the soldiers prefer ‘‘meat 
and potatoes and gravy and apple 
pie’ and eschew the carrots and 
cabbage of vitamin concentration 
fame should pause before they 
pass judgment. The soldier is be- 
ing more scientific in his selection 
than they. We have already dis- 
cussed the meat and potatoes of 
his choice. What about the apple 
pie? 

toughage we name as first of 
its virtues—it stimulates the large 
intestine to proper rhythmic func- 
tion, Being dessert it has all the 
virtues we have noted above. Be- 
sides that apples have nearly as 
much Vitamin C (partly destroyed 
by cooking) as asparagus, chard, 
cole slaw, cucumbers, eggplant, 
onions or prunes, three times as 
much Vitamin B as carrots, and 
more Vitamin A than cauliflower. 
Apples have calcium, phosphorous, 
iron and potassium among their 
mineral wealth. Cooking renders 
apples three or four times as 
digestible as they are in the raw 
state, 


Weather Retards Gardens 


HE general staff of the food 

campaign on our home front 

stood almost knee-high in the 
rushing waters recently, looking 
over what had been onions, peas, 
etc. We planned a new flood 
control program. Two rows of 
blackberry bushes, planted in un- 
usually wide “hills,” will extend 
considerably beyond either end of 
the vegetable garden. It will be 
a sort of fruit levee against sud- 
den storms. 

It will do the job! 
year’s stormy sessions, we put in 
a short berry bush levee. The 
recent storms proved it 
long enough; the waters were held 
back and then rushed around the 
ends. A hastily dug one-shovel 
wide channel helped somewhat to 
divert the currents, In many gar- 
dens, it would be sufficient. But 
our garden is down at the bottom 
of a long slope. If your site is 
in a similar situation, maybe we'd 
better start raising frogs! 
take that seriously for’ the 
weather is making it quite pos- 
sible that the food situation will 
be acute this year unless victory 
gardens meet their quotas. 

There are other good tactics for 
preventing gullies, ravines and 
wash-outs in your garden. A 
sturdy board forced into the soil 
will check a gully. Build the soil 
up against it and level the ground 
behind it. Then you will want to 
discover where it rushes into a 
strong stream and redirect it with 
a board levee, or a drainage ditch. 
One of the good gardeners out in 
Clayton has a different idea that 
worked excellently. He says, “I 
made cross checks every 10 feet 
or so down my plot by spading up 
narrow “hills.” Also he has been 
spading out of his drainage 
ditches that good rich top soil 
that was washed off or eroded, 
and he is putting it back where 
it came from. 

Be on the look-out for this en- 
emy a few hours after a heavy 
rain puddles and miniature 
lakes! They're a sign of bad 
drainage and poor levelling. 
They'll sabotage the chemical re- 
action and the texture of the soil. 
Drainage channels and filling in 
are the backyard tactics that 
easily vanquish this enemy. 

Where. the soil has washed 
away from the onion, peas, etc., 
that are already green in the 
garden rows, work it back again 
with your hoe. If the ground is 
mushy underfoot, use a board or 
two for your path. That’s not 
because I want to save you a 
shoe-cleaning job, but because 
you don’t want to leave pits or 
imprints that may “puddle” the

soil or cause washings in the next 
downpour, 

In the bright hours between 
showers, I’ve seen some lawn 
mowers at work in the past few 
days, as well as plenty of back- 
yard farmers. I hope these grass 
cuttings aren't going to be wasted. 
All the good plant food value, the 
potential build-up of organic mat- 
ter our clay soils need, all the 
cooling insulation against sun- 
baking between garden rows; all 
of it is wasted when the grass 
cuttings are dumped into ash pits 
or brushed into the gutters. 

Pile it up, every precious blade 
of it. Peat moss, straw, all the 
usual garden mulching materials 
are in a class with rubber tires 
as far as scarcities are concerned, 
Kor late summer mulching, you 
had better start building your 
compost pile right now. Keep it 
growing so you will have your 
home-made materials on hand 
when they are needed. 

Mulching around tomato plants 
and between the rows of your 
vegetables during July, August 
and early September is not only 
good growing tactics and a way 
to building up good soil, but it 
will be a back-saver and a time- 
Saver. Where the surface is 
mulched, you won’t have to hoe 
to keep the soil loose and the 
weeds down. 

The Missouri planting calendar 
states that May 1 is the time to 
get beans into the garden. How- 
ever, the soil thermometer and 
the weather man haven’t been co- 
Operating. The soil is still damp 
and cold. Bean seeds are apt to 
rot if their germination is slow. 
Warm moist soil speeds up their 
germination time so much, that it 
will be wise to wait until the 
weather is more settled for your 
plantings. Go ahead with the on- 
ions, carrots, spinach, the various 
greens and the cabbage family; 
but hold off with the beans for a 
better break in the weather. 

Tomato plants are already on 
Sale around town and I’ve had 
calls asking if they can be set 
outdoors already. Wait! You 
know tomatoes were originally a 
tropical plant. Our plant breeders 
have developed the strains we 
grow in our gardens to have great- 
er hardiness, disease resistance 
and bigger production of the 
fruits—but tomatoes are _ still 
warm-weather loving. They’re 
right at home during our sum- 
mers but they can’t stand even a 
light frost. Hold off on them— 
I'll have all the planting and va- 
riety suggestions for you in the 
next week or so.

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Discard —. 
Reveal Best 
Defense Suit

N certain cases the crux of the 
| play is to give the defenders no 

opportunity to make a discard 
that will reveal the best defense. 
For example: 

West, dealer, 

North-South vulnerable, 


The bidding: 
West North 
Pass Pass Double 
1 spade 2 diam. 2 no trump 
Pass 3 no trump (ftnal bid) . 

West led the heart six; East 
played the nine and declarer won 
with the ag. Now, after counting 
the sure tricks in sight, declarer 
carefully selected the spade nine 
for his first lead. West, just as 
declarer had hoped, was afraid to 
put up the king—East might have 
the blank ace—and when the 
spade jack held, declarer had his 
nine tricks in plain sight. 

The reason for declarer’s leading 
the low spade instead of cashing 
the ace first, or running the dia- 
monds, was to conceal from West 
the true state of affairs in several 
suits. Declarer realized that East 
might have only one spade; if two 
rounds of that suit were played he 
would take advantage of the 
chance to discard a heart and in 
that way tell West that the de- 
fense did not lie in the direction 
of hearts. This, in turn, would 
indicate to West that a club shift 
was desirable from his point of 
view—and the club. shift was 
something that declarer most cer- 
tainly did not want to see!

Kelly, late of the University of 
Pittsburgh law school and of sev- 
eral Broadway shows. 
Furthermore, this Mr. Kelly, who 
now has attained the eminence of 
co-star and dancing partner to 


tita Hayworth in Columbia's 
Technicolor “Cover Girl,” has 
made numerous converts to his be- 
lief—sometimes with his fists. 
Some of his converts have been 
made more amicably at a flat 
rate of 50 cents an hour, in the 
cellar of his boyhood home in 
Pittsburgh, where he taught danc- 
ing; some at $4.40 a copy for or- 
chestra seats at various shows 
which Mr. Kelly has since en- 
livened by his presence. 

Always it is the same. yene 
just isn’t for the lah-de-dah school 
of quasi-masculine terpsichore,. 

Fact is, Gene started out. with a 
boy’s conventional antipathy to 
dancing school. But his mother 
insisted, so Gene and his brother 
Fred attended one anyway. It got 
the Kelly boys into fights with 
jeering schoolmates, and _ they 
often came home bruised and 
bleeding. After two years of this, 
Mrs. Kelly gave up.

OT until he got to high school 
N did Gene go back to dancing 

school, and then it was his own 
idea. He had found that dancing 
skill helped him to get roles in 
school plays. This time, his school- 
mates didn't jeer, because Gene 
was already making a name for 
himself in such strenuous, manly 
pastimes as football, hockey, bas- 
ketbgll and ice skating—all bear- 
ing out Gene’s contention that any 
good athlete can also learn to 
dance, 

Gene was soon playing leading 
roles in a wide assortment of 
school productions, including the 
role of Bottom in “Midsummer 
Night’s Dream” and a lead in “The 
Valiant.” He also edited the school 
paper 

When it came time for college, 
Gene enrolled in the school of 
journalism at Pennsylvania State 
College, transferring later to the 
University of Pittsburgh when the 
family bank account’ couldn’t 
stand the strain of his living away 
from home, 

In order to help out, Gene 
taught gymnastics at a Y. M. 
C. A. summer camp, dug ditches, 
worked in a tire factory, became 
a carpenter’s helper, crated boxes 
at a warehouse, and worked nights 
at a pasoline station, Not all at 
once, of course. 

Then he worked up some danc- 
ing routines with brother Fred, 
and together they entered ama- 
teur contests for the prize money. 

Some of Gene's fellow students 
asked if he would teach them to 
dance. Charging 50 cents an hour, 
with the concrete basement as his 
studio, Gene soon had more than 
50 students, 

Gene was taking a_ pre-legal 
course at the university, teaching 
dancing on a full-time basis, and 
appearing in several campus Cap 
and Gown shows. After directing 
one of them on trial, he continued 
in that capacity for five more 
years. 

Graduating from college, ree 
gathered a group of his older stu- 
dents as a show unit, and toured 
with them to nearby mining

towns. When he finally went to 
New York, some time afterward, 
it was with the hope of becoming 
a dance director. The way to 
start, he decided, would be to try 
for a small part in a show. He 
landed first in “Leave It to Me,” 
and then had another smal] role 
in “One for the Money.” He did 
summer stock at Westport, Conn. 
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HEN he returned to Manhat- 
W tan, he met William Saroyan, 

who gave Gene a part in 
“Time of Your Life,” in which 
Gene staged his own numbers. 
When Billy Rose saw the show, he 
offered Gene the job of directing 
dances for the Second Diamond 
Horseshoe, with such personalities 
as Eddie Leonard, Blanche Ring, 
Harlan Dixon, Gilda Grey and 
Julian Eltinge. 

The engagement left Gene with 
a great admiration for Rose's 
showmanship and for the abilities 
of John Murray Anderson, who 
staged the show. 


There followed for Gene the 
title role in George Abbott’s “Pal 
Joey,” a performance which won 
rave notices for the young man, 
and a year’s run for the show. 
Then, after first directing the 
dances for “Best Foot Forward,” 
he married his best girl, Betsy 
Blair, and went to Hollywood on 
contract for MGM. 

This Betsy is herself a story. 
While Gene was in “Pal Joey,” his 
friend Saroyan came backstage to 
visit.

At New 
Orleans they boarded a banana 
boat for Vera Cruz, where’ they 
resumed the journey by motor to 
Hollywood. 


Gene is quite happy with the 
way pictures are made, regarding 
them as an improvement—at least 
for dancers—over limitations of 
the stage. 


“So many times on the stage,” 
he explains, “I have longed to 
pick up the audience and put it on 
the ceiling, under the floor, to the 
right or to the left, since some 
dance steps can best be seen from 
impossible angles.

happy that his screen work 
promises to be varied. For ex- 
ample, in his co-starring spot with 
Rita Hayworth in “Cover Girl,” he 
has a-role which is primarily dra- 
matic. Yet it calls for him to 
dance both with Rita and in solo. 

Some of his earlier pictures-——all 
of them for MGM--have been 
“For Me and My Gal,” “Pilot 
Number Five,” ‘Thousands Cheer,” 
“The Cross of Lorraine,” and 
“Dubarry Was a Lady.” And his 
next fer Metro will be “Anchor's 
Aweigh,” with Frank Sinatra and

Seed sown in a cold frame 
around the middle of April will 
get a good start in a few weeks.

TALE cake or plain sugar 
S cookies that clutter up your 

cake box or cake server may 
be easily converted into an excit- 
ing dessert. In the first place the 
cake may be sliced neatly, then 
toasted carefully. The cookies may 
be reheated in a bag to freshen, 
While still warm, either may be 
arranged on a dessert dish, and 
then have a good portion of the 
following orange sauce poured 
over them. Have a bit of cream 
cheese blended with enough con- 
fectioner’s sugar and a \hittle 
orange juice to hold up asa “soft” 
hard sauce which can be used as a 
garnish for the dessert instead of 
whipped cream. Or a few choice 
strawberries may be used, for 
garnish. This orange sauce is also 
good on pancakes for a change in 
place of maple syrup and it can 
also be served with favor on cot- 
tage pudding. 


Orange Sauce, 


One-third cup orange juice (one 
medium), two-thirds cup water, 
one tablespoon cornstarch, one- 
fourth cup sugar, one-eighth tea- 
spoon salt, one medium orange, 
diced. Bring juice and water to a 
boil. Mix cornstarch, sugar and 
salt; combine with boiling liquid 
and cook until: thick and clear, 
stirring constantly, ‘(about one 
minute). Remove from heat; add 
orange, serve hot or cold, Four 
servings.

Pour over potato mixture 
and toss lightly, but thoroughly.

hot gingerbread with orange sauce, 
Use prepared mix or home made
